In brief, tb,ey may be summed np in the 


statement that the change in the leader- 
ship 61 the -Iaber.il party, resulting from 
the resignation of the premiership by Mr. 
Gladstone, and the accession of Lord 
Eosebery to -power, have necessitated a 
new departure on the part 61 the Irish 
' Parliamentary party,-and the dissensions 
existing in the ranks of the MeCarthjrites 
and Healyitefj; have led to so much pro- 
testmpon thelpart of the rank and file of 
Irishmea- 'generally! that it. was 
mined to turn over a new leaf, as it were 
end map ont a-nevr policy to be followee 
'by those who hava the Independence of 
Ireland at heart. 
' 


"When the convention met for prelim 


Inary business, consi derable enthusiasm 
was manifested among the delegates 
and this enthusiasm was increased as thi 
large building-began to fill up with visit- 
ors and delegates .from all parts of Ire 
land. 


Redmond's Bemarks* 


Mr. Kedmond, in his address to thi 


convention, said that the situation in 'thi 
history of Ireland rendered a convention 
such as the one which he had been asked 
to call absolutely imperative. The politi 
cal,situation was so, changed that thi 
laaders felt.they could not continue to 
bear alone the responsibility for th 
future policy of the Irish Independen 
party. 
-_At the present moment, the speake 
continued, they were confronted by 
most serious state of affairs. The fruits 
of 15 years' labor, qaorifice and suffering 
were endangered, In fact, they were con- 
fronted- by something worse than mere 
.dangers -Irishmen all over the world were 
abandoning in disgust the so-called con- 
stitutional agitation! because it was evi- 
dont that the cause o-i Ireland had en- 
tirely- receded into the background. They 
were confronted almost by tha ruin of the 
cause of Ireland, and this state of affairs 
was teottght about owing to the selfftsh 
jealousies of the men who, under the 
name o£ anti-Parneilitea, were slavishly 
subservient to the English government, 
and hindered the canse'of tha people they 
represent by their petty disputes and 
shameful jealousies. 
. These men, said Mr. Hedmond, had en- 
dangered Ireland in the eyes of tha world. 
They had esciteS *he contempt and ridi- 
cule ot theif ancient. and hereditary 
enemies in Sngland, and had delayed 
hbme'rule for a generation. The policy 
of Lord Kosebery would bs a concession 
to the tfnionists, ip ordeirthat the govern- 
ment might seek tar new supporters 
among the English masses by passing 
through parliament s number of English 
measures to ths detrimeatof Ireland, and 
With home rale placed so high npon the 
shelf that it was an open question as to 
whether ft would ever be taken down 
again. This was the state of affairs, and 
he did not ears a rap what the so-called 
"Antis" did. 


When Lord Bosebery, the speaker con- 


. tinned, said that home rule was shelved 


until the majority of Englishmen were 
converted to it. these anti-Parnellites sat 
silent and left the Independents to take 
the premier by the throat. 


It was true that Lord Rosebery had at- 


tempted to make a weak-kneed apology 
for Ms-statement that the English must 
be converted, to home rule before Ireland 
could 
enjoy that 
measure of inde- 


pendence; but this alleged explanation 
had not altered .the case in any way, and 
there was no doubt as to the real meaning 
of the premier's words, nttered in the 
house of lords so soon after he became 
prime minister. 


Evictions and Amnesty. 


Touching' upon the question of tha 


evicted .tenants, Mr. Bedmond said that 
he had entered into negotiations -with the 
government in order to pave the way for 
a discussion of the situation of these poor 
people, and if possible to cause the intro- 
duction of an evicted tenants' bill," which 
would be of some real benefit But, the 
speaker claimed, Mr. McCarthy inter- 
fered and deluyed the matter, and their 
only chaDoa oi doing good to the evicted 
W8S not lost. 


Regarding the amnesty question, Ked- 


mond asserted that Home Secretary As- 
quithliad declared that so long as the 
present government was in .power the 
Irish political prisoners would never be 
.released. 


"If Mr. Balfour were in power," saic 


Bedmond, "he would govern Ireland by 
quite as constitutional methods as Mr. 
Morley, and therefore any patience upon

Picked ftp at'-Sss In l>irest Peril—They 


Had EnaouP.iercU Two Terrible Hqrri- 
canes—Fortnnat* Keaene from a Watery 
Grave. 


NEW YOKE, April 4. —The British 


Jteamer Mohawk arrived here yesterday. 
On the morning of March !J8, and when 
la lat i&H, long. 38.2^ signals wera ob- 
served from a vessel in distress. There 
was a strong wind, and a heavy sea was 
running at the time. By Captain Wilt- 
shire's orders, the steamship's course was 
immediately altered, and bearing down 
toward the vessel, he stood by her until 
day light set-In. She proved to be the 
dismasted schooner Alton S. Marshall of 
Gloucester, Mass,..: 


A lifeboat was at once manned by tha 


chief officer and crew and proceeded to thfr 
wreck, when, with the assistance of the 
schooner's boat, they sncceded in saving 
the whole of her crew of 20 men. 


Captain J. Marshall of that port was in 


command of the ^schooner which,- while 
on a voyage to Gloucester to Iceland, and 
when among tha Ice, had encountered a 
heavy gale; a tremendous sea striking bor 
and throwing her on her beam ends, 
thereby causing 'her cargo, consisting 
principally of salt,'td shift to one side. 


The schooner, being an obstruction to 


navigation, with Captain Marshall's con- 
sent, was then set on fire. 


Captain SlarghaU'i Story. 


Captain Marshall said when he got up 


to the city: "We left Gloucester for Ice- 
land early on tne BioruinK of March 15. 
We were'going to Iceland for a sorgo of 
halibut, and catried salti enomtb. toauie 
the fish. This WB.I our only freight. 


"Onihemoraina0* the206h we »alr a 


quantity of ice. It was so small, how- 
ever, that I did not vforry about it. About 
13. o'clock at night the wind, which, was 
blowing from th» northeast, freshened 
considerably. At midnight a fierce gale 
was blowing, ffor two days the l>nrri- 
eane continued to rage with unabated 
vigor. I have had over 80 years' experi- 
ence at sen,-and never before saw swob.1 a 
hurricane.

' 


"It blew the top off the sea,- and was 


really too sfcrflng {or the sea to get rough. 
As the wind died away the sea began to 
rise. "We were trying to lie too .under 
bare poles, bat were^ powerless to help 
ourselves. We were .^compelled to drift 
with the storm. On the thkd day it 
calmed sufficiently to enable ns to put up 
some canvas. I at once changed the 
coarse for a more southerly one." 


"On the 26th we rah into another hnrri- 


cane. This was » westerly gale. I was 
In my bunk down below when a sea broke 
broadside on the port side of the ship, 
that put her on her. baam ends. She lay 
with 
. .' 
Her Mastheads In ths Water 


for nearly IB minutes. The vessel was 
filling with water. There was seven feet 
of water in my room,' I thought that my 
time had come, and was beginning to lose 
consciousness when she began to right. 
The water which had poured in through 
the door and skylight then began to sub- 
side.

"I rushed upon the deck. The men 


were just in the aot^df pulling Herman 
Olsen and James-Bftrry out of the rig- 
ging. Thesa men had been washed over- 
board, but clung to :the rigging of the 
vessel when'she lay over oa her side. The 
cargo had shifted and the schooner had a 
terrible port list on her. 


''The rigging interfered with her, and I 


ordered it-cut away. She righted con- 
siderably, but still had a dangerous list 
to port. - The hurricane passed over, and 
I caused a portion of the cargo" So be 
thrown-.overboard and manned -the 
pumps. We succeeded in pumping her 
dry. 


"Werigged up a signal mast and kept 


signals of distress flying all day, and 
burned lights all night. We were totally 
disabled and lay at the mercy of the 
iraters from March 28 until early on the 
morning of March 28, when the Mohawk 
sighted ns and rescued us. 


"I have lost everything that I had, and 


the same applies to my men. The schooner 
was .worth $15,000. She was partially in- 
sured. I had the savings of a lifetime in- 
vested in her.1'

Tile O'NelH-Joy Contest Settled—SsRate

ble result will 'be loss of life. .The 
strikers realize the 'danger of an en-' 
counter with the deputies, but their con- 
dition is desperutCi and they may attempt' 
to overpower the guards. 


About 300 deputies ara standing guard 


at the different works. Their forces are 
scattered, and should an attack be made 
by one of the big .mobs' it would be cer- 
tain death to offer resistance. 


An outbreak occurred last night at the 


Leith works. A score o£ employes started 
to go to work lasfe 'evening and were 
raided by the strikers'. A fight ensued in 
which two workmen were knocked down 
with clubs, beaten insensible and left for 
dead.

Pronounced Dead She is Now Feeling 


Nicely. 


A young woman named Ivard Farland of 


New York, came very near meeting with a 
horrible fate yesterday afternoon. 


About 3.30 o'clock she was discovered on 


the stairs in the Mechanics bank building, 
in an unconscious state, and more than 
this, apparently dead. 


The person who discovered her notified 


the passersby and immediately aciond 
gathered, and the ambulance which was 
passing along 
Merrimack street 
WAS 


called. 


Dr. Packer, who has an office in the 


same building, was informed that a dying 
woman was Ijing in the hall. He hasten- 
ed down stairs and was forcing bis way 
through the crowd when Dr. Ricker ar- 
rivtd and he retired. 


The woman, who at the time v,-as un- 


known to the crowd, showed no signs of 
life 
whatever, 
aud 
was 
apparently 


dead. 


Dr. Eicker applied the usual tests and 


failed to find any indications, of life, ao 
heart-beat, no breath. Certain parts of her 
body were cold, and her eyes were sunken 
in her heaJ. 


She was accordingly pronounced dead, 


and was removed in the ambulance to Un- 
dertaker Brooks' establishment, and here 
was where the unfortunate woman had a 
narrow escape. 


She was placed on a bench in a back 


room prepaiatory to lemoving her to the 
cellar. 


She was lying in such a position that the 


light from a back window shone full upon 
her,face, and while Mr. Brooks' assistant 
was fretting things in readiness in the cel- 
lar, Dr. Kicker, who was gaziugiiiiteutly at 
her, noticed a very faint tn itching of the 
eyelids, and unmistakably signs of life. 


The doctor quickly decided that the 


woman was in a cataleptic state, and he 
ordered her removal to St. John's hospi- 
tal. 


Here she was placed on a table and 


watched over for 20 minutes for signs of 
life. The eyelids moved slightly again and 
a slight sigh escaped her lipa, up to this 
time no pulse could be felt but from that, 
time on a few faint tremblings of the pulje 
wers noticed. She was taken upstairs and 
at an early hour this morning she regained 
consciosuness, and gave her name as Ivora 
JTarland of 5ew York. She had been vis 
iting in Boston and had come up here 
to call on a friend named Mrs. John Kel- 
ley. 
While walkina along Merrimack 


street she was overtaken with a feeling of 
illness and went into iuc doorway. 


This morning she was reported much, 


better in health and, when she is able to go 
out will he cared for hy her friend. 
_. 


The case is what is known to the medi- 


cal profession as catalepsy, and is one 
which many physicians do not meet with 
in a lifetime. It is caused by some brain 
trouble, and consists of a sudden suspen- 
sion of the action of the se'nses and of vol- 
ition, these remaining iu a .fixed position, 
while the action of the heait and lunga 
cot affected. Is is very difficult to ascer- 
tain whether a person in such a case is 
dead or alive, and cases are on lecord, 
tliougb. very few in number, foitunately, 
when they have been buried while in such 
ja state. 


The malady is seldom fatal and there is 


no known remedy for it. 


But for the one sign of life noticed while 


the "Farland woman was in the undertak- 
er's shoD, she would have Deeu pKcpd in 
the basement surrounded by the paraphen- 
alia of an undertaker, and upon recover- 
ing her senses there, if alone and in dark- 
ness, the result might have been death 
from fright.

Violators of Game Laws T-ikeiy to Get 


Into Trouble. 


Indications point to the belief that im- 


portant steps lull be taken this season to 
enforce the laws relative to fishine in the 
streams and ponds that will be of interest 
to anglers and that will greatly gratify 
those who desire to fish according to the 
requirements of the same. During the past 
few years, and especially within the la=t 
year, ponds and stieams have been sub- 
jected to a lawless sort of fishing that has 
almost completely drained them of fish. 
Gangs of men '"and boys have fished for 
tiout out of the season set by law till it is 
next to impossible for a fisherman to have 
any luck when he fishes during the sea- 
son. 


These lawless fishermen do not confine 


their method to the use of lines entirely, 
but use such mechanisms as the trawl, set 
net and drag net. 
These articles ar~ not 


allowed, and if persons are caught using 
them matters are likely to take a serious 
turn. The fishery laws provide that any 
person caught in the act of using these 
articles, or any person against whom evi- 
dence shall be brought that shall show 
that fish have been caught by the use of 
these, may be subject to a fine of not less 
than S20 noi more than §50 for each and 
every fish so caueht and taken fiom the 
waters, and their paraphernalia niaj be con- 
fiscated by the state. 


If a man were to walk into a fish mar- 


ket and upon asking the price of a single 
fish be told it was SdO, he would drop 
dead. Yet theicare hundieds who will 
risk it, go out and set nets or use drag nets 
and trawls and subject tuemselves to ar- 
rest and a heavy fine, to say nothing of 
having all iheii- apparatus confiscated. 
When the word '•appiuatua'" is used it 
means even-thing that may be used at the 
time the pdson is caught in the act.—Fall 
"Rncr Herald.

Reason Assigned is the Influence of 


John E. Sussell. 


The following despatch from Washing- 


ton was printed in today's Advertiser: 
"The Lowell post office is proving to be a 
very determined sort of fight If it had 
not been for J. E. Russell it inr.lit ha"ve 
beeo settled by this time. But the man 
from Leicester is determined that young 
Gardner Pearson shall not be postmaster 
theie as long as he holds IIr. Cleveland's 
ear as lie does now. Postmaster-Ueneral 
Bissell wants to appoint Pearson. At his 
request Pearsou cauie to Washington and 
made ifr. Bissell a call, and the poslmas- 
ter-geiieral was very favorably Imuressed 
by him. But when Bissell takes the mat- 
ter to Mr. Cleveland he Is informed by the 
president that his friend Mr Russell does 
not want Pearson appointed, aud the mat- 
ter is laid aside. 


'I'e.irson's friends here claim that Mr. 


Quincy arianqed things himself by which 
arra-isement Pearson would be just the 
man for the place, and that he has now 
gone back on thai arrangement. This plan 
H is to re-ognize the three elements in the 
democracy of Lowell, the French,Irish and 
American. The first two sections of this 
programme- \ias- -carried out perfectly. 
The French element wis recognued by the 
appointment of Lenthier to fca consulship, 
who, al'hi'Ugb. the senate has refused to 
confirm him, is still serving the govern- 
ment in Canada. The Irish element was 
given a place whpn the superintendent of 
the public building was chosen, and the 
Ameilean part of the demociacy was lo 
Save the f/ost office. 


"But then came another anangenient 


wi.h J. B. Carroll of Springfield, by which 
he was to be pacified for not getting the 
pla;a upon the bench which he wished by 
having his father-in-law, Michael Corbett of 
Lonell, made postmaster in the city of 
Gov. Grnnhalce. Cong. Stevens will rec- 
commcnd nobody but Mr. Pearson, and J. 
E. Russell insists that Pearson be kept 
from the postmastership m memory of that 
torchlight procession and that memorable 
democratic meeting there. And all this 
time Mr. Qnincy is working for Corbett, 
whom Mr. Stevens will not endorse. And 
while all this struggle is going on Postmas- 
ter Burbarik is handling the Lowell mail. 


"The end of the fisht rnay be that Post- 


master Burbank will continue his handlin: 
of the Lowell mail, even though he is a 
republican. 
Postmaster-General Wana- 


rnatci stated several times that he con-' 
sideredBuibank the best postmaster in (he 
United States, and he used to describe the 
management of the Lowell office to other- 
postmasters as a model for them to imitate. 
It has been very strongly intimated that 
the people of Lowell, democrats as well as 
republicans, would like to have Burbauk 
kept in office.

Bope Was Abandoned When the Ex- 


hausted Men Were Rescued by tho Sto- 
hican—Providential Escape From 
a 


Watery Grave. 
I 


BRISTOL, April 5.—Captain Coofc of the 


British steamer Mohican, having on 
board tha crew of the bark Kate of St 
John's, N. F., furnishes the following 
particulars of the rescue. Captain Cook 
says that he sighted the Kate on March 
£0, and seeius that the vessel was dis- 
masted, he altered his course so as to ran 
quite near to her, iu the hope of beitii; 
able to save some of her crew. "When the 
distressed vessel was sighted, a terrible 
tea was running, and the wind was blow- 
ing almost with hurricane force. 


Owing to the severity of the heavy sea 


running it w»s some timo before the 
Mohican succeeded in lowering a boat 
and getting her afloat. Captain Cook 
caused a quantity of oil to bo run out of 
the lee scuppers, and also placed a num- 
ber of oil bags outside the gunwales of 
the lifeboat. In addition hu shipped a 
small cask of oil in the lifpboat, and 
eventually got her away from thu ship. 


The lifeboat, after a long buffet with 


seas, succeeded iu getting to the windward 
of the Kate. "When in that position the 
cask of oil was broached and a quantity 
of its contents allow ed to run to leewai d 
of the lifeboat. This enabled the lifeboat 
to get close enough to admit of the rescue 
of the ciew. When the Mohicnu's life- 
boat returned to tha steamer she was re- 
ceived with cheers, 


Captiilu Jtiiuca* Story. 


Captain James of tho Kato say* that ho 


left Trapani, Sicily, on Jan. 8, for St 
Jehu's, N. F., and passed Tarifn, near 
Gibraltar, Spain, on Feb. 1, shaping his 
course for Newfoundland. 
Soon after 


getting away from the Spanish coast, the 
Kate met with a sories of gales which 
keptall bauds on deck almost contin- 
ually. So severe was th& weather that 
several of the water casks broke loose 
and were stove in. This increased the 
sufferings of the crew 'I'he gnverity of 
the weather also - prevented firea being 
lighted iu the galley, except at rare in- 
terval and the crew had to live almost 
entirely upon hard tack and a small 
quantity of canned provisions. 


On March 12 tho weather moderated, 


but the gales were succeeded by a deuse 
fog. This caused the crew to almost give 
way to despair. Even the fog was not the 
last of their trouble, for while making 
fair headway t through the fog, the 
weather sudd'enly became much colder. 
Suddenly ice was reported ahead, and bd- 
fore the bark's course could he altered, it 
was seen that a huge icefloe was right 
ahead of her. Tho Kate crashed into the 
mass of floating ice, severely damaging 
her bows and smashing her stem. 


Luckily a quantity of the ice had be- 


come jammed in the holes made forward 
by the bark's collision with the ice, and 
this enabled Captain James to make a 
spaie sail fast over the damaged portion. 
Other repairs were also undertaken, but 
the- bark begau leaking badly. Night 
,and dpy after that the suffering men. 
wera kept at the pumps, and succeeded in 
keeping the water pretty well under. 


Looked Iu Vain l"or Help. 


During all this time, the Kate did not 


sight a sail, and at the expiration of two 
days, when the fog began to lift, it was 
seen that the unlucky bark was in the 
midst of an icefield. "Wuh the lifting of 
the fog, the wind and sea began to rise, 
aud for five days the Kate was buffeted 
amoug the icefloes, every moment e\- 
pecting to be sent' to the bottom. 


Finally, after five dnys of terriblo ttoil 


and struggle, the Kate succeeded in 
clearing 
the 
icefield, but 
afterward 


sighted a number of small icebergs, and 
the men were half-frozen by a series of 
bitter snowsqnalis which swept over the 
bark; but the snow enabled them to ob- 
tain all the drinking water necessary to 
continue the struggle toward the shores 
of Newfoundland. 


These snowsqualls 
continued until 


March 23, when the weather changed for 
the worse, and the wind blew with hurri- 
cane force. The foretopmast was carried 
away, aud. in falling, dragged the main- 
topmast with it, and the Kate was soon a 
helpless, dismasted wreck. Sea after sea 
swent over the bark, and all hands came 
to the conclusion that the Kate was 
doomed to go to the bottom, carrying all 
on board with her. 


Tho Roscne. 


Ou March 25 a steamer was sighted on 


the hon/.on. The steumer turned out to 
be the Electro of the Wilson line, aud'she 
answered the distress signals hoisted by 
the Kate. 


The sea, however, was so high that the 


captain of the AVilson liner was afraid to 
lower a boat, though he stood by the dis- 
masted vessel unrll night. 
When morn- 


ing broke the Electro had vanished and 
the crew of the Kato again gave way to 
bitter despair; Happily, the next day, 
when C3 days oat. 
the Kate sighted 


another steamer, which turned out to be 
the Mohican, and the rescue of the crew of 
tho Kate was effected. 


The wreck of the Kate was left floating, 


B dangerous derelict, and is believed to 
have been the vessel seen in an aban- 
doned condition on the edge of tho banks 
Df Newfoundland by the British steamer 
Stockholm City, which arrived at Halifax 
on Sunday from London.

Nine Men Killed in the 


Coke Regions.

USIOSTOWH, Pa., April 5.—It would 


tako columns to tell in detail the exciting 
events ot yesterday, the third of the big 
coke strike now on la the Connellsville 
regiop. At least nine lives were sacri- 
ficed. Unless the strong arm of the mil- 
itary interferes, the dead will be counted 
by scores instead ol tens. So much ex- 
citement was never known in the region, 
and people everywhere are excited and 
apprehensive of greater dangers. 


The rioting began early in the morning, 


but the climai was not reached until 
yesterday afternoon, when several hun- 
dred strikers marched iu the- Davidson 
storks of the H. C. Frick Coka company 
at Connellsville, where men were work- 
ing. When tho strikers approached they 
were ordered by the deputies to stop. 
They came on auif tried to get at the men 
in the ovens. Tho deputies fired. The 
strikers returned the fire and charged, 
driving tho deputies and men from tho 
plant. 


"Chief Engineer Paddock of tho 1'riok 


company ran up in the tipple _of the 
works. The strikers followed and shot 
him in the back of tho head. They beat 
him and crushed his head with stones, 
and threw his body from a tipple window 
to the ovens, 40 feet below. They then 
attempted to fire- the tipple, but left 
when they saw the deputies returning 
with a larse force from Connellsville. 


Bullets Flew Thick and Fust. 


Hearing of Paddock's murder, hundreds 


wanted to avenge his death. The pursu- 
ing party, in command of 'Detective ' 
Campbell, overtook the strikers half a 
mile from Davidson and opened flro on 
them. The strikers flred in return, but 
ran on. Three strikers fell; ona was killed 
Instantly and two others were fatally 
wounded. Another of the strikers, who 
got the start on thojnaiu body, was shot 
by a deputy at Broad Ford, a mile dis- 
tant. He wns also killed instantly. 


Eleven strikers wero captured where 


the first battle took place, and tho pursu- 
ing party kept up tho chase until Duwson, 
a point seven miles distant, was reached, 
where 53 more of the strikers were cap- 
tured. All the efforts of tho deputies and 
more level-headed citizens wero needed 
to prevent the lyachinjt of the 11 who 
were t^aken back to Connellsville. 


TJio law-abiding element'had their 


way, and at 8 o'clock a special train ar- 
rived here with •!(! of those who wore in 
the mob that killed Paddook. A great 
crowd greeted their arrival, and amid 
'cries of lynch, them the prisoners were 
hurried to jail. A _ large body of the 
strikers were present and made a rush to 
rescue the prisoners, but were holdback 
by the big crowd and the deputies. 


At the jail Hugh Coll, assistant chief 


engineer of the Frick company, identified 
five of tha prisoners as among those who 
killed Paddock. Thirty more of tho 
same band o£ strikers have been arrested, 
aud the deputies will return to bring 
them to jail. 


Paddock was highly esteemed and was 


widely kuov»n. His murder occurred in 
sight o£ his home. All the offldals of 
the district organization of the strikers 
will be arrested for complicity in tha 
Paddock murder, and inciting the riot 
and murder. Every effort will bo made 
to hunt down the guilty ones. 


At the Muyffeld plant of the McGlure 


company two men wero fatally shot dur- 
ing the day. 
The strikers charged the 


men at work in the morning, but were 
driven oft by the deputies, after a striker 
was shot through the body. In the after-" 
noon they returned and renewed the at- 
tack. There was much fighting and a 
deputy was fatally wounded. 


Murderers Bocojnlzed. 


One hundred rioters are now under ar- 


rest. Hugh Coll recognized nearly all of 
the Huns in jail as the ones who helped 
commit the assault at Davidson when 
Paddock was killed. The Frick and Ray- 
ney companies are determined to fight to 
the cud, and have their works 
well 


guarded by deputies.

Twelve hundred rioters are marching 


on the Moycr works ol J. W. Eayney, 
where 150 deputies are on guard.

The- aggressive support that eaoh side 
gave to its candidates during one of the 
hottest campaigns ever known in this 
city engendered a strong sentiment of 
bigotry.

A lifeboat waa at onoa manned by the 


chief officer and crew and proceeded to the- 
wreck, when, with the assistance of tho 
schooner's boat, they succaded lu saving 
the whole of her crew of 20 men. 


Captain J. Marshall o( thit port WIB In 


command of the schooner which, while 
on a voyage to Gloucester to Iceland, and 
wheu among tha lea, had encountered a 
heavy gale; & tremendous sea striking bar 
and throwing her on her beam enda, 
thereby causing . her cargo, consisting 
principally of salt, to shift to one side.
